ACAPULCO (AFP) - Apowei'- 
ful Huracane P..aymDnd swirled 
off Mexico's Pacific coast yes¬ 
terday, forcing schools to dose 
and hundreds to evacuate in a 
region reeling from recent 
deadly floods and landslides. 

Tlie soutliwestern state of 
Guerrero, winch was pum- 
meled by Tropica! Stonn 
Manuel last montlx closed 
schools for 35,000 duldren, 
shut down seaports and evacu¬ 
ated some 350 people, officials 
said. 

P^ain has already been 
drenclnng tiie tourist resort of 
Acapulco since late Sunday, 
causing water to rise up the 
knees in some nagliborhoods 
where 40 people were evacu¬ 
ated. 

Pn-aymond was slowly drift¬ 
ing northward after growing 
into am^orhunficane, reachmg 
Category Three force on the 
five-level Saffir-Simp son scale, 
the US National Hum cane 
Center said, WBuming that the 
stonu could strengthen. 

Tlie storm was p acking 
maxnnum sustained winds of 
r2D miles (195 kilometers} per 
hour, threatening to dump more 
heavy raia produce large 
waves and flooding, the center 
said in its latest bulletin. 

The hurricane was creeping 
at two miles (four kilometers) 
per hour some 115 miles (1S5 
kilom eters) southwest o f Zihu- 
atanejo and ll35 miles (3l55 
kilometers) from the resoil of 
Acapulco, both located in 
Guerrero.

PARIS (AFP) - France and 
Mexico yesterday angrily de¬ 
manded swift explanations 
ah out fl'esh leaks by &imer US 
security contractor Edwai'd 
Snowden, which alleged tliat 
tlie United States had spied on 
millions of phone communica¬ 
tions 

French daily Le Monde re¬ 
ported tliat the US National Se¬ 
curity Agency (NSA) secretly 
monitored 70 3 million phone 
communications in France 
over a 30-day penod from De¬ 
cember Id, 3013, to January S 

Gemian magazine Der 
Spa gel said the NS A had 
hacked into former Mexican 
president Felipe Calderon's 
emad account 

Tlie allegations come on 
top of revelations already 
leaked by Snowden - who has 
sought refuge m Russia as the 
US seeks to try him for leaking 
classified information -- and 
published in June that the US 
had avast, secret programme 
called PRISM to monitor In¬ 
ternet users. 

French prosecutors ai'e al¬ 
ready investigating the pro¬ 
gramme, and French Prime 
Minister Jean-Marc Ayrault 
said he was "deeply shocked* 
by the new revelations. 

"It's incredible that an allied 
country like the United States 
at tins point goes as fai' as spy- 


Syria's Assad 
deals blow to 
US-Russia 
peace initiative 

DAMASCUS (AFF) - Syna's 
President Bashar al-Assad 
dealt a blow to a US-Prussian 
initiative for a peace confer¬ 
ence, in an interview aired 
yesterday, saying tbe factors 
were not in place for it to be 
successful. 

"No time has been set, and 
tlie factors a e not yet in place 
if we wait (the imtiative 
dubbed Geneva 3} to suc¬ 
ceed,* Assad sad. 

"Which forces are taking 
part? What relation do these 
forces have with the Syrian 
people? Do these forces rep¬ 
resent the Syrian people, or 
do they represent the states 
that invented them?* Assad 
a sk ed m typi c ally d efi ant 
fashion.

LARISSA (AFP) - A Roma 
coyple were charged in 
Greece on Monday with ab¬ 
ducting a young girl dubbed 
the "blonde angel", whose 
discovery has prompted 
thousands of calls from par¬ 
ents of missing children.

While police 
believe the girl may have been abducted at birth, the couple claims she was given up 
by her biological mother, who they say is Bulgarian, because she could not raise her. 
Impoverished Roma families in Bulgaria are approached by traffickers who offer to 
pay 3,000 euros for a boy and 2,500 euros for a girl. 


Dutch take Russia to 
maritime court over 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Hie 
Netherlands said Monday it 
has taken Russia Iq tlie world's 
mantime court in order to free 
30 crew members of Green¬ 
peace's Arctic Sunrise, charged 
with piracy after protesting 
Arctic oil dulling. 

"The (Dutch) state is asking 
for the freeing of the detained 
crew and the release of the 
Greenpeace ship," before the 
Germ an-based International 
Tnbunal for the Law of tlie Sea 
(ITLOS), a statement said 

"Because the Hetlierlands 
find that the sliip's release and 
tlie freeing of the icrewis an ur¬ 
gent mattei; it has now decided 
on tins step,* it added. 

Russian autlionties have 
charged the enviroumental 
group's crew members with 
piracy wliich cai'nes a 15-year 
sentence, after tliey staged a 
protest against Ai'clic oil 
drilling last month. 

The activists from IS differ¬ 
ent countn es hav e h een placed 
in pre-ti'ial detention until late 
November in the northern 
Prussian city of Murmansk. 

Last week, a Murmansk 
court rejected several bail re¬ 
quests, ignoring a wurldwide 
campaign to have the piracy 
charges dropped. 

Al tiro ugh file N etherlands is 
calling for tlie crew to be freed, 
it has in tlie past also said Rus¬ 
sia had the right to try tliem. 

The Dutch government said 
it expected a heaimg within the 
next two to three weeks before 


the Hainburg-ba.sed tnbunal. 

The UN-backed tribunal 
based in the German nortliem 
port city opened its doors in 
1994, shortly after tlie UN's 
Convention of the Law of tlie 
Sea came into force. 

It has the power to make 
rulings based on the Gonven- 
tion, which spells out the law 
and rules governing the world's 
oceans, seas and resources. 

Tlie legal action before the 
tnbunal is file second step in 
the Dutch government's at¬ 
tempt to have the Greenpeace 
activists released. 

Earlier this month The 
Hague stalled legal action 
against Russia in the form of an 
ai'biti'ation process, but wai'ned 
if no progress was made it 
would tal^e tlie case to the mai'- 
ilime tnbunal. 

Paissia now had to name an

In total five arbitrators, in¬ 
cluding one from each comitiy 
are needed to Icy and solve tlie 
case. 

Should Russia not have 
named an arbiti'atorby Novem¬ 
ber 3, the Netherlands "could 
ask tlie tnbunal's president to 
name the outstanding four arbi¬ 
trators," tlie statement said.

Ill August, tlie bill, which is 
backed by President Jose Mu- 
jica's leftist government, was 
passed by tlie lower bouse of 
Uruguay's legislature. 

It now awaits action by the 
Senate. 

“It IS expected the project 
will be approved in the next 
two weeks" by the Senate 
health committee, bringing it 
forward for a full Senate vote, 
committee member Luis Gallo 
told AFP Monday. 

Hie proj ect "will be enacted 
this year and will take effect 
practically die first dayofJan- 
uaiy next year," Gallo said.

Saudi rights abuses 
criticised at UN review 



GENEVA (AFP) - Saudi Ara¬ 
bia came under fire again Mon¬ 
day o ver human rights abuses, 
including the deatii penalty and 
discnminatiDii against women, 
days aftei' refusing a seat on tlie 
Umted Nations Seicuiity Coun¬ 
cil. 

Diplomats at a UK review of 
Saudi Arabia's human rights 
record condemned the oil-nch 
kingdom's failure to abolish a 
system requiring women to 
seek p emu SSI on from male rel¬ 
atives to do basic things such 
as leave the countiy, and also 
criticised a continued ban on 
dnving for women. 

Saudi Arabia should "put an 
end to the system of male 
guai'dianship for adult 
women," the representative for 
Switzerland said, echoing a 
recommendation made by 
many of the 104 states that 
to ok p art m the Umversal Peii- 
odic Review of tlie country be¬ 
fore the UN Human Rights 
Council 

The review came days after 
Saudi Arabiarej ected a seat on 
the UN Security Coimcil, say¬ 
ing the diplomatic body bad 
failed m its responsibibty to¬ 
wards the Arab world. 

Bandar bin Mohammad al- 
Aiban, who heads Saudi Ara¬ 
bia's Hiunan Rights 
Camnusaon and led the coun¬ 
try's delegation in Geneva, said 


the coiuitry had made progress 
since its first such review in 
2D09 

He said Saudi Arabia had for 
mstance allocated a mimmiun 
of 20 percent of seats on its 
Shura Council — an advisory 
body that can propose law 
changes to tlie king -- to 
women. 

But rights activists dis¬ 
agreed. 

"Many countiies have prob¬ 
lematic records, but Saudi Ara¬ 
bia stands out for its 
extraordinary high levels ofre- 
pressioii and its feilure to carry 
out its promises to tiie Human 
Rights Council," Joe Stork, 
Human Pdghts Watch deputy 
director for the Middle East, 
said m a statement. 

Diplomats hailed some 
progress, mduding Saudi Ara¬ 
bia's decision to jom several in¬ 
ternational human lights 
conventions and steps to com¬ 
bat CDiiiiption, but expressed 
deep concern over Saudi Ara¬ 
bia's continued use of tiie deatli 
penalty, including for crimes 
committed by minors 

Diplomats also urged Saudi 
Arabia to do more to protect 
migrant workers. Because of a 
system barring them fi'om 
switclnug employers without 
peiinission, nu giants often find 
themselves vulnerable to 
abuses including forced labour.
